F YOU, who may read this, did read the 
| comment made in the last issue of the 

Journal relative to the then approach- 
ing Oldfields dispersion you will have noted 
the following statement: “Something spec- 
ial is going to occur on Friday and Satur- 
day, September 3d and 4th of this year.” 
Well, something special did occur, special 
in more ways than one, and values were 
reached that exceeded the expec- 
tations of most everyone, and yet 
when analyzed are quite within 
reason. 

The story really lies in a bull. 
And although the prices obtained 
throughout are interesting, the 
reason for the prices is of much 
more interest. That reason is the 
herd bull Ravenswood Pride Eric.

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been headed by an unknown bull, there nev- 
er could have been a sale of three hundred 
and eighty-six lots on that farm that would 
have totaled an average of almost $750.00. 
In fact, to sell that many lots would have 
been nigh impossible. Just how much this 
one bull added to the sale is impossible to 
discover. My guess would be that he added 
$125,000.00 to the sale returns and here’s a 
few figures that may be interesting. Thirty 
some cows with heifer calves by Ravens- 
wood Pride Eric averaged well over a 
thousand dollars or brought in more than

That is today’s theme throughout the 
entire world, never in the history of affairs 
during my span of life has it been more 
sincerely and more effectively practiced, 
all we hope, for the good of humanity gen- 
erally. Economy and frugality generally go 
hand in hand. However there are excep- 
tions. The matter of conservation today is 
being worked to the ex- 
treme in my opinion. There’ 
are scores and scores of 
cases where a generalized 
conservation program is 
creating disaster to the 
very things we are attempt- 
ing to sustain and promul- 
gate. Reference is made to 
the paper situation. No 
doubt but that our govern- 
ment needs every scrap of 
paper at its command. 
Nevertheless there is an 
overlapping, and an exces- 
sive abundance of printed 
matter coming out of Wash- 
ington, sufficient to supply 
many of the apparently 
more essential needs of the 
nation. 

When a flat rule is laid 
down, based upon consump- 
tion during some past per- 
iod, it can not be applied ruthlessly to every 
user of paper, without curtailing and injur- 
ing the progress of those wro have been 
and are today using paper as a means of 
promoting basic national and decidedly 
essential industries.

DON’T SWITCH

When tattoo letters are assigned to a 
herd they should be used in their correct 
order.

For instance, 
if the letters “ABC” are assigned to a herd 
they should be used only in that order, and 
not as “CBA.” To change their order 
means that the cattle would not be carrying 
their correct herd letters and very likely 
would have the letters assigned to another 
breeder.

VERY NICE CROWD was on hand at 

the new sale pavilion at Mexico, Mis- 

souri, to attend the first public draft 
sale of breeding cattle from the Wonne- 
brook herd, owned by Forest Wonneman. 
Those in attendance represented owners of 
leading herds in Missouri and Illinois, with 
the top selling cattle going into the hands 
of these established breeders, and the bal- 
ance of the offering going into the hands of 
new men of this area. 

The breeders of Missouri have long been 
determined to place their home state in first 
place in respect to Aberdeen-Angus activi- 
ties. Undoubtedly they will have more new 
members to the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association this year 
than any other state and they will 
record and transfer as many, or 
more, cattle than any other area. 
This is due to the cooperation of 
the breeders of Missouri in placing 
before the buying public more pub- 
lic sales this year than any other 
state in America, and with those 
events directly responsible for the 
founding of many new herds they 
have once again made Missouri the 
leading Aberdeen-Angus _ strong- 
hold. 

Mr. Wonneman had purchased 
many top cattle to found his good 
herd, and the breeding offered was 
on a par with any of the other 
events of the year. The cattle of- 
fered were right off the pastures 
and had not been pampered and 
placed in top sale condition.

it is. The pails should be kept scrupulously 
clean. Dirty pails are frequently respon- 
sible for sick calves. 


The amount of milk fed will of course © 


depend upon the age and size of the calf 
as well as the quantity of the milk supply. 
The average-sized calf should réceive 
around 8 pounds of milk daily for the first 
two weeks, after which the allowance may 
be increased approximately 2 pounds eac! 
week until the calf is consuming approxi 
mately 20 pounds at 8 weeks of age. For 
all practical purposes, a pint of milk weighs 
1 pound. 

If enough milk is not available, it must be 
borne in mind that the addition of water t0 
the milk does not help the calf any. Its 
better to give the calf short rations of milk 
than to dilute the milk and decrease the 
calf’s capacity for other feed. Watered milk

neriods. If a calf is getting skimmilk and 
the amount is limited, he might as well be 
weaned at about seven months of age. 
Younger calves, five to six months old, are 
often weaned, but rate of growth is usually 
slowed down when this is done. 

Dried skimmilk can sometimes be pur- 
chased at a price that is not prohibitive for 

alf feeding. It makes a good substitute for 
milk when the latter is not available. The 
protein content is relatively high and it is 
easily digested. Dried milk can be fed in 
the powdered form mixed with the grain 
or as a liquid in water. If fed as a liquid it 
is customary to dissolve one pound of milk 
powder in nine pounds of hot water (110 de- 
grees to 140 degrees F.). It of course is 
necessary to allow the mixture to cool down 
to approximately 95 degrees F. before feed- 
ing. 

Dried buttermilk may be used in the place 
of skimmilk, but more care will be required 
in getting the calf on feed. Buttermilk is 
likely to cause Scours and the calf must be- 
come accustomed to it very gradually. 


Feeding the Calf Without Milk 


The value of milk in the calf ration has 
been pointed out in the foregoing pages, and 
the feeder who attempts to raise calves, 
especially the very young ones, without milk 
is undertaking a rather difficult job. The 
task is so difficult that the practice of rais- 
ing calves in this manner for commercial 
beef purposes cannot be recommended. 
Where an animal is a potential breeding ani- 
mal of considerable value, it might of course 
prove practical, since the trouble and cost 
involved would be more than offset by the 
calf’s ultimate productivity. 

In spite of the trouble involved, numer- 
ous inquiries are received regarding the 
feeding of calves without milk. No doubt 
one of the reasons for the interest in this 
problem is that young calves around sale 
barns and shipping points can be purchased 
for from 50 cents to $2.00 per head, which 
makes them look cheap. A second reason 
is no doubt the result of the effective ad- 
vertising by commercial concerns of calf 
gruels that can be used as substitutes for 
milk. Some of these preparations are very 
satisfactory and give relatively good re- 
sults, but these mixtures are usually rather 
expensive. Normally, however, the feeder 
without milk would be better off financially 
to leave the young calf alone or else pur- 
chase a good nurse cow that would take care 
of more than one calf until such time as the 
calf would perform satisfactorily upon 
home-grown feeds. 

If the feeder is going to undertake to 
raise calves without milk, it would certainly 
be desirable to leave the calf on the cow 
for at least the first month. In the opinion 
of the writer, there would seldom if ever be 
a situation where it would pay to attempt 
= niving of calves from birth without 
milk. 

As previously mentioned, perhaps the best 
milk substitute ordinarily available is pow- 
dered skimmilk. This might be supplement-

should be watered early in the morning 

and in the evening, and in hot weather 
at noon too. If your bull is a valuable one, 
and your pastures so located that you are 
conveniently near the barn with well fenced 
lanes running up to the barn group, it is 
best to keep your bull up around the barns 
and hand breed—walk your cows up to him 
when they are in heat. This necessitates 
two careful tours of the breeding herd every 
day—but it should have them anyway. The 
bull should have a well shaded grass lot for 
exercise. Or he can be put out about six 
o’clock in the evening and brought in again 
about seven in the morning. When you go 
out the morning after his arrival you can 
supervise his feeding. Of course he gets a 
good feed of hay: preferably lespedeza or 
mixed timothy and clover from now on. 
Start him on a light feed of grain. By light 
I mean comparatively lean in the fat grains 
corn and barley. I think a good ration this 
morning would be six pounds of a mixture 
of one part coarsely ground shelled corn, 
one part wheat bran, and three parts rolled, 
crushed, or coarsely ground oats. To six 
pounds of this mixture, add one half pound 
of some good protein supplement. Repeat 
this same feed at night. That gives him 
thirteen pounds in a day. I would not in- 
crease this ration for a couple of weeks and 
then would only go as far as fifteen pounds 
in a day unless you wished to show—and 
that is another game. Hay, water, salt, a 
bite of grass, and fifteen pounds of the 
above mixture ought to keep your stock bull 
in sueh shape that you can be proud of him 
and consider him a part of your advertis- 
ing. Ballindalloch used to feed less grain 
than that to its stock bulls. But it pays to 
keep your bull in tip top condition, just so 
he does not get too fat for ready service. 


S should b CARE of the Bull: Stall bulls 


He ought not to on a ration so full of oats 
and bran. 

Keep clean bedding in his stall, not too 
deep in warm weather. Do not let the 
manure pile up in there and get hot. The 
bull’s feet are apt to grow long and un- 
healthy, perhaps curl over. This leads to 
foot rot and other evils, and makes the bull 
stand and walk badly, cutting down on his 
advertising value and even making him slow 
on service. There are few worse headaches 
than a heavy bull with bad feet. 

And that brings up the question of a bo- 
vine manicuring parlour. Such a piece of 
equipment will sooner or later become a 
necessity, and you had better have it made 
now.

—; of Life: One of my friends had 
cattle for six months before he learned the 
facts of life. A cow should come in heat 
every twenty-one days, and stay in for 
about twenty-four hours. There is some 
slight variation but not much. The cow will 
not stand for the bull at all times of the 
twenty-four hours however. She needs a 
pit of teasing. Of course the cow will have 
nothing whatever to do with the bull when 
she is not in heat. With your small herd, if 
a cow is brought up to the bull, let him 
serve her twice. Of course you want to keep 
a careful record of each service, so you can 
readily watch over the calving. The gesta- 
tion period of cows is roughly forty weeks. 
Individual cows will sometimes be as much 
as ten days early or late. 

The Pasture Bull: It may be that your 
situation will not allow you to hand-breed. 
Your bull will be perfectly alright in the

pasture if it is a lush one. He will not look 
as well as he might; he may get into a love 
affair or scrap with other cattle through the 
fence (that is why you want the wire cut- 
ters in that kit); and your breeding records 
and general herd knowledge will not be as 
good as though you were hand-breeding. 
Because you or your man are bound to go 
through the cattle more carefully twice each 
day if you know that otherwise they won’t 
get bred. If you know the bull is there to 
take care of things, you are apt to get too 
busy. Then you miss the first signs of that 
sickness, or of a nail in the foot, or calving 
difficulty. Of course you save the time and 
trouble of caring for the bull, and the an- 
noyance of hand breeding; and you probably 
settle the herd more swiftly and efficiently. 
And if a good man makes himself go 
through the herd twice a day, your records 
will still be complete, for he will soon learn 
to tell when a cow has been served, even if 
the bull is not still after her. There are 
plenty of good arguments in favor of past- 
ure breeding versus hand breeding, and you 
will have to decide which is best for you. 
If your man is not very careful, intensely 
interested, and completely unlazy, you had 
better leave the bull with the herd. Hand 
breeding requires what you might call real 
leisure on the part of the cattle man. But 
he should have that leisure. Fifty trips to 
the pasture may be quiet except for breed- 
ing and grass observations. The next may 
give a couple of hour’s work on a summer 
afternoon, and a saving of six or seven hun- 
dred dollars, or even a couple of thousand 
dollars, not to speak of possibly a breeding 
program that might have made your herd. 

Summer Care of the Open Heifers about 
to Breed: The first day you turn them 
out, give them hay first so that they will 
not be too hungry for the grass.

Heifers may come in heat in their si 
month, but usually do not until their Pos 
and should not be bred until their eighteenth 
unless they are unusually well grown, when 
they can be bred as young as their fifteenth 
month. Usually when one is in heat, the 
others will follow her about, and she will 
stand and let them mount. However some. 
times on her first trip to the bull she will 
be frightened, and will lead him a merry 
chase, jumping out from under at just the 
wrong moment. This must be watched, for 
the heifer may have to be haltered and held 
for the bull the first time. I have known heif- 
ers to go unbred through half a dozen heat 
periods right out in the field with a pasture 
bull, because they were too skittish, and the 
bull was not quite active enough. Do not be 
too worried if it requires several services to 
settle your heifers. If you start to breed 
them right away, your twenty heifers will 
probably not all be safe in calf for three or 
four months, although they may all settle 
— two services. This would be very un- 
usual. 


Do not think for a moment that you can 
buy twenty heifers all in calf and then wait 
a year to get a bull. It never works—or so 
seldom as to merely prove the rule. One, 
two, three, half a dozen come back in heat 
every time, and you and the seller are all 
jammed up. 

Please don’t let the grass get too short 
in one pasture before you move these heif- 
ers over into another. That sounds silly 
does it not? But I have seen more than 
one bunch of heifers half starve to death 
just because a man did not get around to 
opening one gate. 

About this time you will want to sub- 
scribe to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. The 
editor is Mr. Fred Hahne, Webster City, 
Iowa.

You can run seven or eight heifers in 
the testing chute at a time, and dust the 
powder on their backs and heads. 

Do not let neck chains become too tight 
on these heifers that are fast becoming 
cows. And that reminds me that in peace 
time a very good man for neck chains and 
tags is L. R. Morford, Iowa City, Iowa. He 
has a light-weight case-hardened chain that 
lasts, with the key-ring type fasteners 
(don't get the split link type fasteners, they 
are an awful nuisance), and durable brass 
tags that can be read with ease. 

These heifers probably come to you hal- 
ter-broken. Several times during the win- 
ter, halter them up again, so they will stay 
used to it. This tameness to the halter may 
be of the greatest aid to you some day. 

Preparations for Calving: Adjoining your 
heifer shed you should have two or three 
calving stalls if the heifers are to calve be- 
fore going out to pasture in the Spring. 
Then you can watch your due dates, and put 
a heifer in one of these maternity stalls a 
week before she is due. It should be well 
bedded, but not very fluffily, or the new- 
born calf will have trouble walking around 
to try to find the milk supply. 

You should have iodine for disinfecting 
the calf’s naval—otherwise you might run

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into some navel infection once in a while. In 
case of trouble, you should have on hand a 
large jar of carbolated vaseline (for your 
arm); some creoline disinfectant (used 
much diluted for the same arm before and 
after the vaseline); a pair of nickelled calv- 
ing chains (see Weston); and two pairs of 
gloves (it hurts to pull on those chains when 
your hands are cold). Also buy a calf nip- 
ple for a bottle. 

Calving: Don’t be in a hurry. A cow is 
not like a horse, who must complete parturi- 
tion quickly. Some cows naturally take a 
very short time, and others just as naturally 
take a couple of hours of preparation or 
more. Cows who have calved before seldom 
need help. First calves however are a dif- 
ferent matter; and if labor efforts have 
gone on over a couple of hours, and the heif- 
er seems to be getting tired and perhaps 
letting up some on the efforts, you had bet- 
ter disinfect your arm, lubricate it with

vaseline, and find out if the calf is in the cor- 
rect position to come. The correct position, 
with the heifer standing, is that of a dog ly- 
ing with its head on its paws, and the hind 
legs pretty well out back. The front feet 
should appear first, and directly above them 
the nose. If the calf is in the correct posi- 
tion, after two hours of labor the front feet 
should be either started out, or easily gotten 
out by gentle pulling, and the head should 
easily follow. Then with your calving chains 
around both front ankles, by gentle but de- 
termined pulling out and slightly downward, 
only at the times when the heifer is helping 
in her pains, the calf should come alright. 
If the calf does not seem to be in the correct 
position, if you cannot be sure that the front 
feet are presented and not the hind feet, if 
you cannot feel the head ready to come, or 
if you feel that the calf is twisted or upside 
down, try hard to put your responsibilities 
on the local vet at once. You will almost 
certainly do more harm than good trying to 
put the calf in correct position yourself. If 
the head has come out without the front 
feet however, you may be able to push the 
head back in, get hold of the front feet, 
and then try again. 

Don’t try to help unless the heifer seems 
to be losing hope herself. Never let anyone 
use a block and fall, or a prying contrap- 
tion made out of ropes and fence rail. 

The afterbirth should come soon, but may 
not come for several hours. If it has not 
been lost within twenty-four hours, you had 
better consult the vet. My vet does not re- 
move afterbirths forcibly any more when 
they are retained. He claims he does more 
harm than good fooling in there. Instead 
he inserts a uterine capsule, and uses sulfa 
drugs. I think he is wise in this. If you 
do not insert infection, you are little likely 
to have infection. 

When the calf is born, shake the nose and 
mouth free of mucous and watch for breath- 
ing. If there is difficulty in breathing, you 
may need to gently slap the sides of the 
ealf, and pick it up by the hind feet and 
shake it a little. When it is breathing in 
good shape, pour iodine over the navel. If 
the heifer is exhausted and has not gotten 
up to ery to her calf and lick it off, move 
the calf around in front of her so she can 
get started on this necessary bit of mother- 
ing. A lusty calf should be looking for milk 
within from five minutes to twenty. It must 
have that milk within the first hour to do

Some morning a white freezing fog may 
hang over your barns. There have been oth- 
ers, with no harm. But this time you notice 
nearly all the calves coughing more than 
their usual want. The next day perhaps 
one is weak, feverish, with labored breath- 
ing and bad breath. He probably has pneu- 
monia. Put him with his mother in a warm, 
dry inside stall, put a jacket on him made 
out of a bag and binder twine, and start 
sulfathiazole treatments under the direction 
of your vet. It works wonders, and pulls 
calves right out of the jaws of what you 
know from previous experience was almost 
certain death. You may not have one pneu- 
monia calf in three years. But when you 
do, use sulphathiazole. 

You are feeding well, and your cows are 
milking well. Probably some of them have 
more milk than the calf will take. If the 
bag looks uncomfortable, decidedly so, run 
her into the chute and milk her out, but only 
when the bag seems in danger of hardening. 
It is a great annoyance to start milking a 
number of cows, because usually if you 
start, you have to keep it up for weeks. 
Usually the bag will adjust itself to the calf. 
You will simply have to learn from exper- 
ience when a bag is really in danger of 
lumping or spoiling. 

The calves may scour a little from all 
this milk. Some bright colored milk scour- 
ing is almost inevitable in a herd that is 
milking well; and it should cause little 
worry unless it goes to extremes. But if the 
dung becomes white or curdish, watch out.

First the animals are 
gone over from the butcher’s viewpoint, var- 
ious cuts of meat are pointed out, conforma- 
tion of the animal is noted and with a few 
well chosen words it is possible to inform 
the crowd just why a certain type animal is 
needed for the best production of quality 
beef. 

Next the animals are gone over from the 
standpoint of breeding animals. While most 
points of a perfect breeding animal conform 
with the requirements of the perfect beef 
type animal there are still a few little char- 
acteristics that must be found in the perfect 
sire and dam that are not required in the 
steers, and the information that was given 
this day surely was useful information to 
these folks about the cattle raising business. 


This was probably the last type demon- 
stration that Bill had scheduled for the 1943 
fall season. The sales are starting early 
this year and continue on through a very 
heavy sale season, making it almost impos- 
sible for any more of these events to be 
given this year. It would be nice for the 
1944 summer season if the type shows could 
be scheduled in a series, so that more of 
them could be presented, and with this in 
mind I would suggest that the secretaries 
of the various county and district associa- 
tions write to the Chicago office and request 
that their association be listed for a tenta- 
tive summer date. 

Getting back to the Imboden gathering 
we had a judging contest following Bill’s 
type show.

_W. FRANK WHEELER

Winter Rattans for Beef Cattle 


Cottonseed Cake vs. Alfalfa Hay as a Protein Sup- 


plement to Silage or Fodder Ration. 


Extract from 


Bulletin 343, Agricultural Experiment Station of the 
University of Nebraska, the College of Agriculture. 


EGARDLESS of the area in which one 

lives, cattle wintering rations should 

be made up primarily of relatively in- 
expensive roughages. In the corn belt the 
most abundant of these roughages are the 
non-legumes, principally corn and the sor- 
ghums. Unfortunately, at the usual harvest 
time these plants are very low in some of 
the nutrients essential for growing live 
stock. Most noticeable of these deficiencies 
is protein, a nutrient required by the ani- 
mal for growth and reproduction, and for 
replacing worn-out body cells. 


Because of the low protein content of the 
non-legume roughages, the live stock feed- 
er should add this nutrient to the ration of 
his animals in the form of some high pro- 
tein feed if economical gains are to be se- 
cured. When ample quantities of good al- 
falfa, clover, soybean, or other legume 
roughage are available, the problem of bal- 
ancing the ration as regards protein is 
simple. However, not all farms in the corn 
belt produce these crops. Occasionally when 
they are produced, the price situation makes 
it profitable to sell them and purchase pro- 
tein in the form of a high protein concen- 
trate. 

In Nebraska, alfalfa hay has long been 
the principal source of protein for the cattle 
feeder, in fact the only high protein rough- 
age used extensively in the cattle wintering 
ration. However, drouth and disease have 
reduced alfalfa production in this area and 
feeders have had to turn to protein con- 
centrates. The most commonly used of these 
in the past has been cottonseed cake or 
meal. Other high protein feeds are now 
(1941) coming into general use but the cot- 
tonseed product is still the one best known 
to the Nebraska farmer and most generally 
used as the standard by which he measures 
other supplements. When these experiments 
were planned, it was considered advisable to 
start with the two most generally used 
types of high protein feeds, alfalfa hay and 


cottonseed cake. One of the principal ob- 


jectives was to determine to what extent the 
low-protein roughages could be used in the 
wintering ration by furnishing protein in 
some other form than in alfalfa hay. Cot- 
tonseed cake was fed in these trials with 
corn silage and fodder and with Atlas sorgo 
silage. The rations were as follows: 


Corn silage plus alfalfa hay 

Corn silage plus cottonseed cake 

Atlas sorgo silage plus alfalfa hay 

Atlas sorgo silage plus cottonseed cake 

Ground corn fodder plus alfalfa hay 

Ground .corn fodder plus cottonseed cake

For the breeding herd, a mixture of lime- 
stone, 2 parts; bone meal, 2 parts; salt, 1 
part is recommended. It is suggested that 
114 to 2 ounces daily per cow be fed. 

Salt in addition to that in mineral mix- 
tures should be available to the cattle. 

Sheep require minerals for health, 
growth, lamb and wool production. The 
principal minerals needed are calcium and 
phosphorus, and, of course, salt, which 
should be available at all times. Whether 
sheep or lambs will need calcium and phos- 
phorus added to their ration will depend en- 
tirely on the amount of these minerals sup- 
plied by the feeds which make up the ration. 

When sheep receive a liberal supply of 
legume hay, such as alfalfa or clover (2 
pounds or more daily), the ration will con- 
tain adequate calcium, since these hays are 
rich in this mineral. If farm-grown grains 
and a small quantity of protein-rich feeds,

such as wheat bran, cottonseed meal, or 
similar vegetable protein, are included in 
the ration, adequate phosphorus also will 
be supplied. When fed on rations contain- 
ing the above feeds, sheep have not shown 
favorable response to added minerals. 
Timothy hay, corn silage, corn stover, and 
oat straw, which are often fed to sheep, con- 
stitute a group of roughages that are strik- 
ingly deficient in protein and calcium. To 
use them efficiently, a liberal quantity of 
protein supplement must be added to the 
ration. When this is done, phosphorus is 
present almost to the extent of excess. Tests 
show that sheep do not thrive on a ration 
which is low in calcium and high in phos- 
phorus. The addition of a high-calcium min- 
eral is essential. At the Ohio Station, 200- 
mesh ground limestone prepared for live 
stock feeding proved a cheap and satisfact- 
ory source of calcium. For lambs, one-third 
ounce of ground limestone per head daily 
seemed adequate. For wintering pregnant 
and nursing ewes fed the above roughages 
or a combination of them, the ground lime-

When grazing ex- 
clusively on alfalfa pasture, sheep may 
show a response to a small quantity of bone 
meal to supply additional phosphorus. From 
tests thus far, it seems that calcium and 
phosphorus should be supplied to sheep in 
the ratio of 2 parts of calcium to each 1 
part of phosphorus. Sheep feeders in doubt 
about their ration should address an inquiry 
to the Experiment Station. 

Iodine may be lacking in the winter ration 
of ewes in some localities. Such a deficiency 
is characterized by enlargement of the thy- 
roid gland (goiter) in newborn lambs. Cor- 
rection can be accomplished through the use 
of iodized salt for the pregnant ewes. 

Since concentrates commonly make up a

large share of their ration, added minerals 
for hogs are often advisable. 

The protein supplements of plant origin 
are too low in minerals to correct the de- 
ficiencies of the grains in the same respect. 

Proteins of animal origin are relatively 
high in minerals, but their use does not 
necessarily guarantee an adequate supply 
for optimum results. 

The mineral content of tankage and fish 
meal usually varies inversely with the pro- 
tein content. Depending on the minerals 
contained and the amount fed, such supple- 
ments may or may not correct the mineral 
deficiency of the grains. 

Green feeds or forages and leafy, lezum- 
inous hays are high in minerals. 

Limiting the grain fed to pigs on pasture 
increases forage consumption and reduces 
the need for minerals but usually is less 
profitable than full-feeding. 

Since pasture reduces the protein supple- 
ment required and, thereby, the minerals 
supplied by it, and since pigs fed a heavy 
allowance of concentrates eat relatively less 
pasture, the need for added minerals by pigs 
that are self or full-fed on pasture is not 
— different from that of pigs in dry 
ot. ' 

A mineral mixture of salt, 20; pulverized 
limestone, 40; special steamed bone meal 
or spent bone black, 40 parts, by weight, 
may be fed to swine.

Minerals are not particularly palatable 
To ensure pigs’ getting a sufficient amount, 
8 pounds of minerals should be mixed with 
each 100 pounds of tankage, and 16 pounds 
with each 100 pounds of soybean oil meal or 
other protein concentrate of plant origin, 

The problem of meeting the mineral re. 
quirements of chickens is greatly simplified 
by the common use of protein supplements 
from animal sources. These also generally 
serve as valuable mineral supplements, 
Furthermore, the standard practice of keep. 
ing shells or limestone grit always ayail- 
able, in addition to the ration, aids greatly 
in providing the necessary calcium. Hence, 
adequate minerals for chickens can general- 
ly be provided by pursuing the suggestions 
which follow. 

Oyster shells or high-calcium (36 to 38 
per cent of calcium or 90 per cent or more 
of calcium carbonate) limestone grit and 
hard (quartz or granite) grit are to be kept 
— available for chickens after 4 weeks 
of age. 

Salt (sodium chloride) should be used in 
all rations at the rate of 1% pound to each 
100 pounds of total feed; that is, 1% pound

to each 100 pounds of all-mash, or 1 pound : 


to each 100 pounds of laying mash. 

Additional bone meal is not necessary 
when 10 per cent or more of the total feed 
is composed of meat scraps (50 to 55 per 
cent protein) or fish meal. 

Vegetable oil meals, such as soybean oil 
meal, linseed oil meal, cottonseed oil meal, 
peanut oil meal, and cocoanut oil meal, re- 
quire 1 pound of bone meal for each 5 
pounds of the oil meal used. ; 

High-protein meat meals low in_ bone 
meal require additional bone meal. 

When the rate of egg production is high 
(60 to 70 per cent) and there is a tendency 
toward weak or poor eggshell texture, it 
may sometimes be advisable to add 2 per 
cent of oyster shells or high-calcium lime- 
stone grit to the mash. However, poor eg8- 
shell texture is more often due to inade- 
quate vitamin D and may often be corrected 
by additional fish oil or its equivalent po- 
tent in D. 

It has been recently discovered that man- 
ganese is one of the essential minerals in 
poultry nutrition. The common feedstuffs 
employed in poultry feeding will generally 
provide ample amounts of manganese, 
especially when the ration includes liberal

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second time at the Palermo show at Buenos Aires, held dur- 

ing August of this year, I promised the editor of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal that I would furnish him with an account of 
my trip down there which he felt would be of interest to American 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. Finding upon my return home a few 
days ago a vast accumulation of work, I have not had time so far 
to prepare anything except the somewhat brief summary which I 
am submitting now but later I hope to give a more complete report 
of my experiences and observations covering, not only Argentina 
but several other South American countries which I visited. This 
first story deals exclusively with a few of the highlights of the 
Palermo show which is held each year at Palermo Park, Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. 

Palermo Park, which is one of the most beautiful I have ever 
seen, is unique in that it combines not only the Palermo show 
grounds, one of the most famous race courses in the world, one of 
the finest polo fields in all South America and with all these things 
is located almost in the center of the great city of Buenos Aires 
which has a population at the present time of over four million and 
which is known as the Queen city of the Western hemisphere be- 
cause of its architectural beauty and its numerous parks and wide 
ornamented avenues. 

There were nearly twice as many Aberdeen-Angus exhibited at 
Palermo this year as were shown when I judged there in 1940. I 


i I definitely accepted the invitation to judge for the

also found the average quality higher and the tops of each of the 
twenty-six classes were particularly outstanding. By way of back- 
ground, it might be well to state that largely because of their much 
earlier introduction to the Argentine from Great Britain, the Short- 
horn breed leads in numbers and prominence both the Aberdeen- 
Angus and Hereford breeds in Argentina but as has been the 
case in our country, the Aberdeen-Angus is rapidly overtaking the 
Shorthorn and I do not feel that I was displaying too much opti- 
mism when I made the prediction to Argentine breeders that within 
a few years there will be as many Aberdeen-Angus as Shorthorns 
shown at Palermo and at some time in the future there will be more. 

This is a pretty strong statement to make because the Short- 
horn show at Palermo this year, which was so capably judged by 
my friend and traveling companion, Clint Tomson, was certainly 
marvelous in both magnitude and quality. The Aberdeen-Angus 
show, however, was noticeably superior in every way to that of the 
Hereford. 

And I am happy to state that the Aberdeen-Angus were not 
badly outnumbered by the Shorthorns and lacked nothing in qual- 
ity in comparison with them. From the time the first of the twen- 
ty-six classes of bulls entered the sanded arena until the final line 
up of the six champions for their battle for the supreme cham- 
pionship, during two long days there was a continual parade be- 
fore my eyes of the most outstanding display of Aberdeen-Angus 
excellence that I have ever witnessed. And when I say continual 
parade, I mean it literally because at Palermo there is no inter- 
mission between classes, as one leaves the arena another one enters. 

Because of the commendable Argentine custom of keeping all 
information concerning exhibitors from the judge until he has 
finished his work, I was not aware until after the last ribbon had 
been tied that the phenomenal fifteen months old calf which won 
the supreme championship was shown by a comparatively new 
breeder who was exhibiting at Palermo for the first time. I learn- 
ed, also, that this same young exhibitor had won the reserve junior 
championship on a still younger calf by the same sire, Prince Rog- 
er of Curamalan, a bull which I had made the reserve grand cham- 
pion at this show in 1940. 

The exhibitor of these two marvelous calves, Don Hijos de 
Jose Firpo, is also the owner of last year’s grand champion bull 
which he purchased at the record price of 72,000 pesos. I saw this 
great bull and my reserve champion of 1940 at the Firpo Estancia 
“La Danesa” after the show but that is a story which I will not 
go into now further than to state that in my opinion there are 
very few, if any, herds anywhere in the world that can present 
two such great bulls as herd sires. 

The Palermo show differs from our important American shows, 
such as our Chicago International, in that it features bulls almost 
exclusively and practically all of these bulls are sold at auction

The real 
competition was between the two year old champion, the reserve 
junior champion and the junior champion, the unusual fiftee 
months old calf. The two year old was a great bull also and ex- 
hibited by Curamalan, one of the most famous herds of the Argen- 
tine and I knew he would make a popular champion. Nevertheless, 
the calf, in my opinion, was entitled to the honor and that is where 
I placed it. The roar of applause which greeted this decision from 
that great throng fully restored my confidence and gave me a feel 
ing of intense satisfaction. 

The Argentines are a more sentimental people than North 
Americans and the British. When they approve of anything they 
go all out in letting it be known and by the same token they do not 
hesitate to voice their disapproval of anything they do not like, 
and the same thing is true to some extent in their personal rel2- 
tions, they either like you or they do not and there is no limit to 
what they will do for one they like. 

But getting back to the show and the auction. The graud

‘t is seldom if ever that bad results are 
pono While castrating can be done 
at any age it should be done before three 
months. Either the knife or pincers can be 
used but the writer much prefers the knife 
method. Too frequently the pincers fail to 
do a good job and as a result it is not un- 
common to have to repeat the operation or 
else have a “staggy” calf. It is not neces- 
sary to castrate calves intended for veal. 

Dehorning can be done when the calf is 
very young by preventing the growth of 
horns or at any time after the horns are 
well formed. If horns are to be prevented 
from growing the calf must be treated just 
as soon as the horn button appears, which 
will be from a few days to two weeks after 
pirth. The procedure for treating to pre- 
vent horns is very well described in Nebras- 
ka Extension Circular 622, no longer avail- 
able. Quoting: 

“First clip the hair from a small spot 

around each horn button, a little knob that 
may readily be felt with the fingers. Then 
just inside the outer edge of the clipped 
area make a thick application of vaseline 
or petroleum jelly. A small pencil or stick 
of fresh caustic potash or caustic soda is 
next wrapped in paper to protect the hands 
of the attendant. One end of the caustic, 
which is allowed to extend beyond the pa- 
per, is moistened in water and rubbed in a 
circular motion against the horn button un- 
til the skin is burned through and the but- 
ton destroyed. Usually the stick is applied 
alternately to each button so as to allow 
the caustic time to take effect. When prop- 
erly done, there should be a spot the size of 
a dime above each horn button where the 
skin is completely burned through. Care 
should be used not to moisten the caustic 
too much or to get it on any other part of 
the animal, as it will burn the hide. When 
finished, powdered alum or powdered boric 
acid may be sprinkled over the burned spot 
to prevent bleeding. 
_ “After treating, do not turn calves out 
into the rain, for the caustic may run down 
and burn the head. The calves should be 
kept separate for a few hours after applica- 
tion to prevent licking by the mothers or by 
other calves. If this is not done, bad burns 
may result. 

“A paste for the prevention of horns may 
be purchased and used by those who prefer 
it to the stick of caustic. Directions should 
be followed closely if good results are to be 
obtained. Care must be taken, however, to 
see that the calf does not scrape off the 
paste for 20 minutes or before it effectively 
destroys the horn buttons.” 

Marking the calf for identification is not 
always necessary unless the calf is a pure- 
red which is to be used for breeding pur- 
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poses. In that case it is not only desirable 
but necessary. The marks should be of a 
permanent nature and a record made of the 
same so that no chance for error or con- 
fusion would ever occur. Brands can be 
used although they detract from the looks 
of the animal. Neck chains with numbers 
are fairly satisfactory, but necessitate some 
attention and occasionally are lost or worn 
out. On the horned breeds, horn brands 
work fairly well but must be renewed about 
once each year while the horns are growing. 
Tattoo numbers in the ear are probably the 
most satisfactory for permanent marks but 
cannot be read without catching the animal. 
Formerly the black breeds were not adapted 
to the tattoo but there is a tattoo ink that 
works very well with Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle at this time. The Aberdeen-Angus in 
the University herd have been tattooed and 
the numbers are easily legible. Ear notches 
also make a very satisfactory method of 
marking, but mar the appearance of the ani- 
mal to some extent. 


Shelter in Nebraska need not be elabor- 
ate. The climate in the middle west is not 
so severe in winter that tight barns are 
necessary. Closed barns are conducive to 
pneumonia since calves become sweaty at 
night and then catch cold when turned out 
the following morning. In the winter a good 
windbreak and a shed open to the south, if 
well bedded, will be sufficient for calves 
after they are a month or two old. The bed- 
ding should be kept clean and dry. Dur- 
ing the summer shade is necessary and 
where sheds are used they should be open 
near the ground on at least three sides to 
permit a free flow of air. Often it is de- 
sirable to hang burlap or other material on 
the open sides to darken the shed to pro- 
tect the calves from flies. 


All too frequently the beneficial effects 
of the sun are overlooked. Calves will be- 
come thrifty and have more resistance to 
disease if exposed daily to sunlight. They 
should not be shut in a dark barn over long 
periods. Direct sunlight, besides keeping 
down disease, is also a potent source of vi- 
tamin D, which is the factor responsible in 
the prevention of rickets and bone disorder.

Also watch out if it becomes very watery 
and is sort of pumped out ina stream. You 
have got to change your way of feeding 


somehow. 


How about that sour silage? 


None of it? It is the worst offender. White 
of egg is a simple remedy. Catachu com- 


pound is very good. 


But you had better 


have your vet give you some scour remedy. 
If the dung is white and particularly evil 
smelling, you may—and may not—have got- 
ten infectious white scours in the herd. 
There is a vaccine for this, and your vet 
may use it successfully. 


Your calves will probably be a bit loose 


from eating a lot of grain in that creep. 


That is nothing to worry about. 


You have 


got to learn when scouring becomes scour- 


ing. 


It will thin out and weaken a bunch 


of calves in no time, if it is the real thing. 


Keep the cows well enough bedded so that 


their bags do not become mud and dirt cov- 
ered.

The true Burdizzo pincer is the best, 


but it comes from Italy, and is temporarily 
out of reach. These pincers crush the cords, 
one at a time, without breaking the skin or 
drawing blood in any way. There is little 
shock to the animal, and no danger of in- 


fection or fly-blow. 


The testicle will swell 


slightly for a day or so, then gradually be 
absorbed by the animal until only fat is left 
in the cod. Any careful man can operate 
these pincers, without one missed cord out 
of a thousand. We have never missed one 
here out of scores of steers and hundreds 
of lambs, and we are no saints of careful- 


ness.

To begin with 
there were nearly one hundred more ani- 
mals exhibited than in 1940 with a corres- 
ponding increase in average quality. The 
tops also in my opinion were more outstand- 
ing although I am not unmindful of the high 
excellence of the Grand Champion bull of 
that year. A massive four year old. 

This year, however, in contrast to 1940 
I found my grand champion in a fifteen 
months old calf and I cannot recall when I 
have seen a better one. He had everything 
that the most exacting person would require 
in an Aberdeen-Angus. Low set, deep and 
thick, with style and quality to spare. The 
reserve grand champion was also a calf by 
the same sire as the champion and with the 
exception of his head, which was not too 
attractive, was nearly an exact counterpart.

and fodder ad lib. and to limit the alfalfa 
hay to 3 pounds per head daily. In the cot- 
tonseed-fed lots one pound per head daily 
of cottonseed cake was given to balance the 
three pounds of alfalfa fed to the other lots. 
The original plan proved satisfactory except 
that the calves would not eat 3 pounds of 
alfalfa hay with silage or fodder fed ad lib. 
However, the cottonseed cake allowance was 
not changed because it was felt desirable to 
keep the test as practical as possible. 

Results: The results of the several com- 
parisons between alfalfa hay and cottonseed 
cake as supplements to silage or fodder ra- 
tions are given in table 11. The lots fed 
cottonseed cake and silage (lots 4 and 8) 
consumed more silage than the correspond- 
ing lots fed silage and alfalfa hay. This re- 
sponse was observed in each of the several 
trials where the comparisons were made. 
This was not the case, however, with ground 
corn fodder and the average consumption of 
fodder was the same for the calves fed al- 
falfa hay as for those fed cottonseed cake. 

Gains in each of the trials favored the lots 
fed cottonseed cake, whether the basic ra- 
tion was corn silage, Atlas sorgo silage, or 
ground corn fodder. The calves fed cake 
were fatter than the calves fed alfalfa hay 
at the conclusion of the trials. Some feed- 
ers who inspected the various lots were in- 
clined to think the calves fed corn silage 
and cottonseed cake might even be too 
fleshy to turn to pasture without grain. This 
proved not to be the case, however, since all 
four years’ groups were fed out, some in 
dry lot and some on grass, and some pas- 
tured upon grass and then fed in dry lot. 
In each case where the calves were market- 
ed in the summer or fall months, this extra 
flesh carried by the cottonseed cake-fed 
calves at the close of the wintering trial 
was to their advantage at marketing time. 


Gains made upon corn silage and alfalfa 
hay were 81 per cent as large as those made 
upon corn silage and cottoonseed cake. With 
Atlas sorgo silage the gains made with al- 
falfa hay as the supplement were 71 per 
cent as large as those made with cottonseed 
cake supplement. In the case of corn fod- 
der, the alfalfa-supplemented lot produced 
91 per cent as much gain as the cottonseed 
cake-supplemented lot. This  -elatively 
smaller difference between alfalfa and cot- 
tonseed cake occurred in each of the three 
nals indicating quite definitely that with 
fodder there was less difference between 
alfalfa and cottonseed cake than with silage. 

In all comparisons, the calves fed cotton- 
seed cake required less silage or fodder per 
unit of gain than the calves fed alfalfa hay. 
In these trials as shown in table 11, 55 
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pounds of cottonseed cake replaced 175 
pounds of alfalfa hay and 162 pounds of 
corn silage in producing 100 pounds of gain. 
With Atlas sorgo silage, 64 pounds of con- 
tonseed cake replaced 268 pounds of alfalfa 
hay and 291 pounds of Atlas sorgo silage. 
In the trials in which ground corn fodder 
was used as a basal ration 59 pounds of 


cottonseed cake replaced 155 pounds of al- | 


falfa, and 79 pounds of ground corn fodder. 

On the basis of these figures, one ton of 
cottonseed cake fed with corn silage replac- 
ed 3.18 tons of alfalfa hay and 2.95 tons of 
corn silage; one ton of cake fed with Atlas 
sorgo silage replaced 4.19 tons of alfalfa 
hay and 4.55 tons of silage; and one ton 
of cake with ground corn fodder replaced 
2.63 tons of alfalfa hay and 1.34 tons of 
ground corn fodder. 


The trials ranged in length from 143 to 
150 days and in none of the trials did vita- 
min deficiencies become evident. Whether 
or not these rations were sufficiently low 
in vitamin A to cause trouble during the 
winter would probably depend on the prev- 
ious history of the calves. It is doubtful if 
leaving out the alfalfa would be a big fact- 
or from a vitamin standpoint during the av- 
erage winter feeding period. This is sub- 
stantiated by the fact that some of the cat- 
tle wintered upon silage and fodder with 
cottonseed cake were finished in dry lot 


without alfalfa or other feed than shelled 
corn being added to their ration. In no case 
were any vitamin deficiences noted in the 
cattle. 

SUMMARY 

1. In Part III of this bulletin cottonseed cake and 
alfalfa hay were compared as supplements with corn 
silage, Atlas sorgo silage, and corn fodder for win- 
tering calves. 

2. Cottonseed cake produced larger gains and fatter 
calves than alfalfa hay in all trials. The difference 
was less when fodder made up the basal ration than 
when silage was fed. 

3. Leaving alfalfa out of the ration and replacing 
it with cottonseed cake did not result in any vitamin 
or other deficiencies in the 5 months the cattle were 
on these tests. 

4. In the three different series of comparisons each 
ton of cottonseed cake fed had the replacement values, 
3.18 tons of alfalfa hay plus 2.95 tons of corn silage, 
4.19 tons of alfalfa hay plus 4.55 tons of Atlas sorgo 
silage, and 2.63 tons of alfalfa hay plus 1.34 tons of 
ground corn fodder. 

5. The relative economy of alfalfa hay and cotton- 
seed cake as supplements for silage or fodder will 
depend upon price conditions.

nurse its mother three times a 
. ay next two or three months the 
calves should be kept in a dry yard and the 
others turned in with them twice a day. 
Daring the winter months the cows will be 
in the same yard with the calves. By this 
time the youngsters should have access to 
all the hay or grain they want. In this con- 
nection a “creep,” or a pen, built in the barn 
with an opening just large enough to admit 
the calves, should be used. Calves will start 
eating grain as young as one week of age 
if they have older calves to set an example. 
The best grain mixture for calves is 
yhole, or crimped, oats and coarsely ground 
corn. Cob meal is preferred over cracked 
shelled corn as the cob adds a little more 
bulk to the feed. The mixture should be 
about three parts oats to one part corn for 
the baby calves. But as the calves grow 
older the ratio can be changed gradually 
until the calves will be eating the opposite 
proportion, three parts corn and one part 
oats, by the time they are a year old. Some 
bran is desirable as the calves grow older 
but is not desirable for smaller calves as 
they like a coarse feed best. Calves should 
have access to salt and mineral in boxes 
separate from their grain. By having it 
available at all times they will regulate 
their intake to meet individual needs. 


Prefers Linseed Meal—Last but not least 
in the feed mixture comes the protein. 
Coarse linseed meal is best. There are also 
some good commercial feeds available, such 
as Calf Manna. The amount of protein to 
be fed depends somewhat on how much pro- 
tein the mother is getting as she will pass 
a certain amount of it on to the calf 
through her milk. One-half pound of linseed 
meal per day for calves six months old is 
about right, feeding more or less, according 
to age. 

Hay in the calf’s diet is not too important 
as they will eat very little until they are 
three or four months old. Clover and tim- 
othy mixture through the summer when the 
mothers are on grass, and alfalfa in the 
winter, is a good hay combination. 

We will now suppose that our calves are 
four or five months old. You will want to 
pick out a few to fit for show and sale. 
About this time all of the calves in your 
herd should be given a little education—that 
is, taught to be tied up and to lead. This 
should be done very gradually and easily 
at first so as not to frighten them; for all 
of this will be very new to them. Tie them 
wp for a couple of hours at first and as they 
grow used to it tie them up for a day at a 
time. A little work with a curry comb and 
bush, along with some petting, will go a 
lng way toward breaking calves. After 
they have been tied with a halter for a few 
ays they can be tied by the neck with a 
watt chain or strap. This so-called pre- 
lmnary training will give you a chance to

feel the calves over, trim the hair off the 
tail heads, and see which ones look and act 
like they wanted to be show cattle. 

Shortness of Leg—Selection of the good 
ones is the hardest part of the job for some 
people, and the easiest for others. Being 
able to pick them at this age is probably the 
most important job of all. In my opinion 
the most important point in selecting show 
calves is the matter of shortness of leg. The 
average buyer of cattle, new to the busi- 
ness, and even some judges, recognize type 
above all other things. But if your cattle 
are short of leg you are far ahead of the 
man who has a nearly perfect bodied calf 
with long legs. The next important thing 
in selection of show and sale prospects, to 
my mind, is the general thickness and make- 
up of the animal. 

Then comes smoothness—covering such 
points as smooth tail heads, full heart girth, 
smooth shoulders, strong back, deep flank, 
and full quarter. Head, and texture of hide 
and hair come next. These points add a lot 
to the appearance of the animal and also 
indicate if the animal will be a good feeder, 
or a good “doer,” as the old timers say. I 
expect to be criticized for not placing the 
importance of the head higher on the list. I 
am taking for granted that cattle that pos- 
sess all these other good things will, and 
usually do, have a pretty good head. Dispo- 
sition of the animal is the least important 
factor as this can be governed to a large 
extent by the man who handles them. 

Need More Milk—Next comes the care of 


the calves after they are put in the show 
and sale barn. Most of the calves after 
they are five or six months of age will need 
more milk than their mothers will be giving 
by this time. This means a nurse cow and 
more work. But it has been proven many 
times over that the use of a good nurse 
cow on an outstanding calf will pay for the 
cow in one season. The best calves can 
nurse until they are 12 to 15 months of age. 
By this time they will have reached the 
point where they will not go into that feed- 
ing and gaining slump that usually comes 
after weaning. The grain diet will be about 
the same during this period as has been 
mentioned before. 

Always remember that it is the fat or 
well finished cattle that sell best and win in 
the show ring. The two feeds that put on 
fat the quickest are milk and corn. The oth- 
er feeds such as protein, bran, oats, barley, 
and hay are all necessary but not as essen- 
tial as milk and corn. 

I could go on for pages giving small de- 
tails that would be more or less important. 
But the way to get these is by experience. 
The summary of the whole story is this— 
pick them short and thick and feed them 
hard from start to finish.
